Almost  10  Percent 
Of  Winter  Students

Almost  700  students  were  listed 
on  the  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity winter  quarter  Honor  Roll, 
released  this  week  by  Miss  Lucile 
Spencer,  acting  registrar.

Election  Recommended  for  Next 
Year 

Election  figure-release  question 
was  brought  up  after  recent  final 
elections  when  the  Brigham 
Young  Universe  asked  for  the 
election  results  for  publication. 
Figures  were  given  to  the  Uni- 
verse, but  editor  Steve  Hale  de- 
cided it  was  not  prudent  to  pub- 
lish them.  Tuesday’s  action  is  a 
recommendation  to  next  year’s 
group  not  to  release  the  figures. 

A motion  was  passed  recom- 
mending the  Elections  Committee 
enter  in  its  elections  rules  a para- 
graph which  requires  all  prospec- 
tive studentbody  officers  be  in- 
doctrinated' into  duties  of  their 
office  before  elections  so  they 
may  have  a better  understanding 
of  the  office  they  are  seeking. 

* The  original  presentation  by  Reed 
Jenkins,  Senior  Class  president, 
was  to  be  in  the  form  of  a con- 
stitutional amendment  but  Coun- 
cil members  decided  it  needed  on- 
ly to  be  an  Elections  Committee 
rule. 

Chairman  Selection  This  Year.  .. 

It  was  decided  that  the  chair- 
man of  the  Legislative  Council 
next  year,  a job  which  will  be 
created  if  constitutional  amend- 
ments ,now  being  published  are 
passed,  should  be  selected  by  the 
incoming  Council  before  the  end 
of  the  spring  quarter  of  the  pre- 
ceding year  if  a quorum  (two- 
thirds  of  the  total  number  of 
seats  in  the  Council)  of  the 
incoming  Council  has  been  selec- 
ted. It  will  be  the  duty  of  the 
studentbody  president-elect  to  call 
a meeting  of  the  group  for  this 
purpose. 

Legislative  Council  members 
who  did  not  attend  one  or  either 
of  this  week’s  meetings  have  a 
week  to  tender  their  excuses  to 
the  Attendance  Committee,  or  be 
automatically  expelled  from  the 
Council.  The  committee  was  also 
given  the  power  to  expel  those 
who  do  present  excuses  but 
which  they  feel  are  inadequate.

Editor’s  Note:  The  following  is  a guest  editorial  by  Jack  Zenger,  Associated  Men  Students  President. 
It  was  written  in  reply  to  an  editorial  which  appeared  in  this  newspaper  Tuesday,  entitled  “ Nothing 
Ventured.” 


I appreciate  the  opportunity  of 
crossing  pens,  not  swords,  with 
the  editor  of  the  Universe.  Let 
me  explain  my  position  as  chair- 
man of  the  committee  on  reor- 
ganizing the  Legislative  Council. 
The  idea  was  new  new,  but  began 
with  discontented  student  leaders 
years  ago.  Dick  Oveson  made 
proposals  last  year  for  the  re- 
organization of  Leg.  Council  that 
were  similar  to  the  proposals 
made  this  year.  The  war  cry  is 
not  original  and  was  not  meant 
to  be  radical,  but  rather  progres- 
sive. 

The  criticism  of  the  reorgani- 
zation by  our  noble  editor  was 
basically  that  all  ex-officio  of- 
ficers should  be  removed. 

An  ex-officio  officer  is  one  who 
holds  office  in  Leg.  Council  due 
to  some  other  position  to  which 
he  was  elected  to  or  appointed  to 
by  some  small  group  other  than 
the  studentbody.  A hasty  con- 
sideration of  the  matter  would 
lead  one  to  say  that  this  was  a 
faulty  way  of  organizing  a Leg- 
islative Council,  but  let  us  cast 
the  principle  through  a prism  of 
thought  to  see  what  it  really 
means  in  theory  and  in  practi- 
cality. 

First  of  all,  we  desire  an  ef- 
fective legislating  group.  We 
want  a body  of  people  who  will 
be  able  to  provide  the  best  activi- 
ties for  the  studentbody  and  who 
will  exercise  the  greatest  amount 
of  caution  and  wisdom  in  the 
proposals  they  approve.  Individ- 
uals elected'  by  a majority  of  peo- 
ple from  a class  or  at  large  by 
the  studentbody  are  not  always 
qualified  to  be  aware  of  the  num- 
erous activities  on  campus.  It 
has  long  been  lamented  that  of- 
ten politics  breeds  mediocrity, 
for  the  great  intellectuals  and 
thinkers  are  seldom  popular 
enough  to  be  elected  in  our  demo- 
cratic scheme.  We  have  been  for- 
tunate enough  to  usually  have 
excellent  people  elected  by  the 
voters,  but  experience  has  shown 
them  to  be  in  nowise  more  su- 
perior or  representative  of  the 
“true”  student  point  of  view  than 
the  ex-officio  members.  The  past 
has  proven  that  most  legislators 
have  completely  forgotten  their 
circle  of  friends  and  worked  for 
the  studentbody  as  a whole. 

The  number  of  ex-officio  mem- 
bers has  been  greatly  reduced. 
They  will  constitute  only  one- 
fifth  of  the  Leg.  Council,  com- 
pared to  more  than  one-third  in 
the  present  organization,  if  the 
amendment  is  passed. 


PROPOSED 

AMENDMENTS 

Proposed  amendments  to  the 
constitution  of  the  Associated 
Students  of  Brigham  Young  Uni- 
versity are  hereby  published  in 
accordance  with  Article  VI,  Sec. 
I,  Para.  B,  of  that  document. 

Cited  articles  would  be  altered 
to  read  as  follows: 

1.  Article  in  Section  I.  A.  1 a.  The 
Studentbody  president  shall  represent 
the  Executive  Council  in  the  Legislative 
Council. 

2 Article  III,  Section  II,  A.  A chairman 
of  Legislative  Council  shall  be  elected  by 
the  council  by  a majority  vote  from 
within  or  without  the  body.  He  shall 
act  as  parliamentarian  and  call  all 
meetings  of  the  Legislative  Council. 

3.  Article  III,  Section  II  B.  The  Chair- 
man of  the  Legislative  Council  shall  have 
the  power  to  appoint  a secretary  of  the 
Legislative  Council  from  without,  who 
will  compile  all  correspondence  and  min- 
utes of  the  Council. 

4.  Article  III,  Section  I A,  1.  b.  The 
editor  of  the  student  newspaper  and 
one  other  representative  of  the  publi- 
cations staff  shall  be  represented  on 
Legislative  Council. 

Section  I A 2.  Representatives  from 
the  classes. 

a.  The  four  class  Presidents. 

b.  The  four  class  Vice-Presidents. 

c.  (same  as  present  (b)  ) 

Section  I A 4.  Representatives  of  Stu- 
dent Activities. 

a.  A representative  from  the  athletic 
letterman,  forensics,  Student  Program 
Bureau,  Honor  Council,  Elections  Com- 


The  suggestion  was  made  that 
these  members  be  removed  and 
be  given  only  “limited  member- 
ship,” or  non-voting  status.  I 
feel  that  for  individuals  to  re- 
main active  and  enthusiastic, 
members  of  such  a body  would 
require  them  feeling  a part  of  it 
— a feelihg  that  would  come  only 
through  having  voting  member- 
ship. 

I do  not  feel  that  there  are 
enough  issues  of  vested  interest 
in  this  studentbody  that  any  suc- 
cessful lobbies  could  exist.  There 
are  few  issues  so  controversial 
that  a campaign  every  quarter 
could  be  waged  on  that  basis. 

A quick  review  of  the  minutes 
of  Legislative  Council  would  re- 
veal that  long  times  are  spent 
on  such  world-shaking  pieces  of 
legislation  as  how  high  a block 
“Y”  should  be  that  organizations 
may  wear  on  their  sweaters. 
Idealism  versus  realism  becomes 
an  issue  on  this  campus.  Ideally 
it  would  seem  nice  to  have  an 
election  of  Legislative  Council 
members  every  quarter,  but  re- 
ality and  practicality  lead  me  to 
think  this  is  ridiculous. 

The  editor  of  this  paper  has 
lovingly  referred  to  our  ex-officio 
officers  as  “non-responsible  sen- 
ators.” While  these  people  may 
not  have  been  elected  by  a ma- 
jority, they  have  been  chosen  by 
a group  of  people  with  much 
thought  and  with  long  consider- 
ation. Though  they  may  not  be 
responsible  to  a large  part  of  the 
voting  studentbody;  they  are  re- 
sponsible to  their  own  integrity. 
I submit  that  the  majority  of  the 
members  of  Legislative  Council 
do  not  vote  as  their  group  would 
have  them  vote,  but  vote  their 
own  convictions  as  they  attempt 
to  do  the  best  job  for  the  BYU 
studentbody.  Time  has  shown 
that  ex-officio  members  have 
done  this  equally  well  and  just 
as  consistently  as  the  majority. 

A majority  should  not  be  a 
sacred  thing.  Oscar  Wilde  once 
quipped,  “When  the  majority  be- 
gin to  agree  with  me,  I begin  to 
believe  I am  wrong.”  While  I do 
not  subscribe  to  this  philosophy, 
I deplore  the  criticism  of  indi- 
viduals who  are  serving,  our 
school  by  representing  a basic 
phase  of  our  campus  life  such  as 
athletic  sports,  forensic  affairs, 
honor  system,  elections,  or  pub- 
lications, simply  because  they  are 
not  elected. 

The  hope,  for  success  of  the 
Legislative  Council  lies  in  the 
willingness  of  members  to  con-

A.  ELECTION  RESULTS. 

A discussion  was  held  on  whether 
the  results  of  elections  should  be 
published.  Roger  Sant  moved  that  we 
recommend  to  next  year's  group  that 
the  election  results  not  be  released 
and  not  be  published  because  of  the 
experience  we  have  had  this  year. 
Dave  Calvert  seconded  the  motion  and 
this  body  passed  it. 

B.  LEGISLATIVE  COUNCIL  PARTY.

C.  CONSTITUTIONAL  AMENDMENT. 

Reed  Jenkins  presented  an  amendment 
which  deals  with  the  qualifications  of 
officers.  It  provided  that  all  candi- 
dates should  take  a testron  the  con- 
stitution and  on  the  duties  of  their 
respective  offices.  It  was  suggested 
that  perhaps  an  hour  session  with  the 
incumbent  officer  would  be  just  as 
effective.  Jack  Zenger  moved  that 
this  become  a clause  in  the  elections 
committee  requirements  for  office. 
It  was  seconded  and  passed.  The  mo- 
tion was  presented  that  we  recom-

Bob  Oakes  moved  to  amend  the 
amendment  to  read  that  it  is  the 
duty  of  the  president-elect  to  call 
this  meeting  and  take  care  of  this 
action.  The  motion  and  two  amend- 
ments were  passed.

Brigham  Young  University’s 
legislative  council  held  two  six 
a.m.  meetings  this  week  and  de- 
spite the  early  hour,  the  student 
legislators  passed  some  far-reach- 
ing measures.  The  Council’s  mem- 
bership underwent  some  drastic 
changes,  the  name  was  changed 
to  “Senate” 
(which  will  be  a

Purchase  Survey 
Of  Two  Cities 
Begun  by  Classes 

Three  Brigham  Young  Univer- 
sity classes,  consisting  of  an  esti- 
mated 100  students,  are  conduct- 
ing the  third  consumers-purchas- 
ing-power  survey  in  all  merchan- 
dising fields  of  Salt  Lake  City 
and  Provo,  Dr.  C.  S.  Boyle,  mar- 
keting professor  announced  re- 
cently. 

The  survey  attempts  to  find 
the  percent  of  people  who  are 
residing  in  Provo  but  purchase 
their  merchandise  in  Salt  Lake 
City.  Dr.  Boyle  added  that  the 
survey  is  also  designed  to  probe 
why  some  Provo  residents  prefer 
to  buy  their  merchandise  in  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Previous  surveys  of  1934  and 
1945  indicated  similar  results  in 
analyzing  the  problem.  Dr.  Boyle 
said  that  in  the  previous  surveys 
such  reasons  as  “better  selection 
of  merchandise  and  lower  prices” 
were  found  to  be  the  main  reas- 
ons for  Provo  consumers  buying 
from  Salt  Lake  City.  However, 
Dr.  Boyle  pointed  out,  there  were 
many  persons  in  the  previous 
surveys  who  decided  Provo  mer- 
chandising fields  are  equal  to 
Salt  Lake  City’s.

The  twin-win  gave  the  Cougars 
a 7-3  division  mark  and  kept 
alive  the  Y’s  hopes  for  league 
honors.  Coach  Crowton’s  charges 
will  .have  to  sweep  a doublehead- 
er with  the  same  Utags  in  Provo 
this  weekend  and  await  the  out- 
come of  the  later  USAC-Utah 
twin  bill.  With  an  assist  from  the 
Utags,  the  Cougars  could  tie  the 
league  leaders  or  take  them  for 
the  title,  depending  on  the  out- 
come of  the  games. 

In  the  first  game,  Stephens 
kept  the  AC  hitters  to  three 
bingles,  one  by  catcher  Dave 
Kragthorpe  in  the  third  inning 
after  he  gave  two  batters  free 
passes.  Bill  Tilley,  Farmer  out- 
fielder, collected  the  other  two 
hits  off  Stephens  in  the  fifth  and 
seventh  innings. 

Cat  batters  blasted  starter  Mar- 
lin Shields  for  five  runs  before 
he  was  replaced  on  the  mound  by 
Cliff  Lee  in  the  eighth  inning.
